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REMARKS 

Claims 23-43 were filed in the original application. In the Response to Office 
Action mailed March 17, 2006 claims 23 and 30 were amended, claims 28-29 and 35-43 
were cancelled, and claims 44-55 were added. In the Response to Final Office Action 
mailed July 6, 2006 claim 30 was amended, and claims 23-27 and 44-49 were cancelled. 
In the Amendment and Response to Final Office Action of April 20, 2007, claims 30-33, 
and 50-54 were amended, claim 34 was cancelled, and claims 56- 62 were added. In the 
Notice of Allowance mailed September 19, 2007, claims 30-33, and 50-62 were entered 
into allowance. 

Now the Applicants submit a Request for Continued Examination so that the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office can consider documents not currently of 
record in the present application. The Applicants hereby request that the Examiner 
consider the documents listed in the Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement 
submitted with the Request for Continued Examination filed concurrently herewith.
